I Tſhall not wholly ir, thar ſo many as lobe truch will fer it, 
{f it be rightly propoſed, rhough e not ſo at firſt as to diſtin- 
guiſh men and trees; but when they ſhall perceive light to come in, 
wilt nndoubtedly fay, Surely. che light is a good thing, and 
that it offends onely thoſe who Have weak, of fore eyes. 
I alfo ktow how hard it is toperfwade any of their ownimper-

To evidence therefore, that there is a ſuffuliotrremaining upon the 
diſcerning faculty of moſt men, it would be neteſſary to (hew, that 
it is originally upon all, and how it grows, That ſo we may the 
more wiltingly ſubmit to the cure of it. To this end, we might 
confider, that man liveth che ſeveral lives, or pallgth through che 
ſeveral States of Vegetation, Senſe, and Reaſon. . 1 de heft, we 
fall ſay nothing, from thence this diſeaſe grows not; but when he 
eomes out of infancy (though that alſo be on this fide Vegetation) 
inro Childhood, and begins to receive, in the ore of Seple, ſpe⸗

tion, chat being a thing which few believe to be neceflary, anid of 
which number fewer ate willing to undergo the pains, 
Thus from our ; come all Errors, Natural er Phyſical, and 
quantitative ; and from our Ears, all thoſe that refer to things Eco- 
nomical, Policica), or Theological.

F the e of the Common Freedom and Juſtice, the Rules 

and Laws af Nations, and of mutual Amity and Friendſhip wich 
ane another be conſidered, the Common wealth of England may 
think they have juſt cauſe to complain of the Scots, not onely for in- 
vading this Nation with an Army, but uſurping with a ridiculous 
impa e, a power paramount to the Supream Power of England, 
aſſembled in Parliament, upon all occaſions, taking upon them, not 
onely to direct what they are to do with the King, and in the Go- 
vernment, but they will needs make a Religion, and impoſe that too. 
What State-Religion is, which for political reſpects, is almoſt every 
where impoſed upon the people, this is not a place to examine. 
But it would deſerve their weightieſt conſideration, whether ſome 
thing be not done herein, by way of uſurpation of the incommuni- 
cable Throne. And while men cry out of prophaneneſs (and juſtly 
too, perhaps it never more bodied ) commit the moſt horrible that 
ever was: in compelling Religion to dreſs it ſelf in Forms to ſerve 
their ſecular Tntereſts; but hindering all they can the progreſs of it, 
in Purity and Power, to the promoting of it in that Way, W ich needs 
not their help. Have we not the Scriptures in Exg/and, and in 
Engliſh too and are not they the rule of all things that are to be be- 
lieved, and all thipgs to be done ? May not we expect the Divine 
Diſcoveries and Aſſiſtance, to ſuch as humply of duly ſcek to know 
the Will and Minde of God, as well as they of Ferie { May we 
fHot keep a Smith in Hrael? Do we offer to*impole 0ughr _ ; 
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them? Did not they think it an engleriblohanhes, whopobgla hr 
Fe by the Councel of his Prieſts, would obtrude upon a 
Rule of Worſhip, and State of Govetoment Heleſiaſtical ? And is 
it ſo tweet to do what they thoughe too hard to ſaffer, open he 
to the hazard of all to avoid it? Sr will ſay, That was 
a corrupt Form of Worſhip and Government; but this of theirs, is 
the beſt Reformed.

Becauſe the King of Scotland will tyrannize England, 
therefore England muſt not ſecure it ſelf, becauſe Scotland will not 
ve it leave. How long hath this dependence been?

they may be told, We are now both of us grown wiſer.
